ROOSEVELT PREDICTS FUTURE 
Peace Can Bring Recession 


Our country will see a tre- 
mendous recession if the cold 
was is ever resolved. 

This was one of the predictions 
made by Nicholas Roosevelt Mon- 
day evening as he spoke on “The 
Shape of Things to Come” before 
150 listeners in the Armory. 

“For two decades now we've 
been living on a ‘shot-in-the-arm’ 
economy, either waging war, or 
arming to keep peace,” he said. “Tf 
our differences with Russia are 
ever ironed out, our economy is 
bound to suffer.” 

Consider, he asked his audience, 


what would happen if we stopped 
building warplanes? “It would put 


hundreds of 
work.” 

An audience member referred 
him back to this remark during a 
question period later. “Have we 
talked ourselves into a depression” 
she wanted to know. 


“There’s little doubt that we are 
in a slump. The moment people 
stop buying, everything backs up. 
Talk has played a part in this re- 
cession, but it can also bring us 
Out OL ita:

Making an all-day speaking tour 
of the campus today is Neville Reu- 
ben, a student leader against the 
“apartheid” (segregation) policy 
of the Union of South Africa. 

Rueben is the official traveling 
speaker of the. World University 
Service, Pinky Mason, chairman of 
WUS week, said. All students are 
invited to any of his talks. 

His first talk will be a press con- 
ference before the combined Press 
and International Clubs in room 
B-3 during college hour. 

Reuben faces a one year jail 
term, $800 fine, or 15 lashes if his 
government presses charges on 
him for scheduling bi-racial meet- 
ings, Pinky said. “He certainly 
knows first-hand about the prob- 
lems of Africa,” she added. 


Tests Tomorrow

Everyone Eats Exotic 


Pearl Chan, MPC home eco- 
nomics major, is American born 
but her cooking carries the air of 


the Oriental, Chinese flavoring. In 
fact Pearl can prepare a Chinese 
dish just as tasty as American 
recipes. 


Her father, born in China, is 
partly responsible for her perfected 
culinary art. He passed on many 
ancestorial recipes to her. ‘People 
in China rely upon green, leafy veg- 
eable more than on meat,” Pearl 
said. “Condiments and herbs are 
seldom used since the natural food 
flavors are preferred.” She also said 
that chinese cabbage and broccoli 
(gailan) make exceptionally popu- 
lar dishes. 


World travelers have carried 
recipes from one country to anoth- 
er for so many years that once- 
exotic foods are fairly common, ac- 
cording to the home ec major. “The 
world is growing so small that one 
seldom hears of a rare foreign dish 
anymore,” she smiled. She also 
mentioned that contrary to popular 
belief, Chop Suey is an original 
Chinese dish.

Following are some of Pearl’s 

favorite Chinese recipes. 
CHOP SUEY 

14 lb. pork (any meat may be sub- 

stituted) 

2 small onions thinly sliced 

6 stalks celery sliced thin 

1 pkg. bean sprouts 

6 water chestnuts cubed small 

(fresh preferred) 

2 cups chicken stock 
Brown pork in heavy skillet. Add 
all other ingredients seasoned with 
salt, sugar and soy sauce to taste. 
Simmer for five to ten minutes. 
Add two tbsps. corn starch to 
thicken. Simmer another minute or 
two. Serve with rice or chinese 
noodles. 

The following recipe is an excel- 
lent barbecue dish. The buns are 
made about the size of a gold Chi- 
nese coin, about 14-inch in diame- 
ter, which accounts for the name. 

GOLD CHICKEN 
Make small (1% in. in diameter) 
buns or biscuits in the amount de- 
sired for the number of people to 
be served. Keep hot on steam plate 
or oven until serving time. Place 
on each skewer.

Barbecue until brown. Slide meat 
and mushroom from skewer onto 
bun or biscuit half.

STUFFED LOBSTER 

One very large lobster will serve 
6-8 persons. 

Prepare lobster meat removed from 
split lobster. Add an equal amount 
of pork chopped fine. Add 

6 water chestnuts (chopped) 

3 green onions (chopped) 

6 button or dried mushrooms 
(chopped) 

Mix ingredients well and place in 
lobster shell. Steam about 30 min- 
utes. When done cover with the 
following sauce: 
BLACK BEAN SAUCE 
14 lb. soy beans crushed fine 

2 tbsps. corn starch 

2 cups chicken stock 
Simmer until thickened and serve 
hot over stuffed lobster.

Mildon might also be called a
